There 1 told them that I was bound for 
Venice, and that these cigarettes wero for 
the use of myself and friend for the after- 
noon, 1 was then informed that the oiga- 
rettes were confiscated, and that I was fined 
Tif. 1 eventually went to Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Acting-Consul, and paid uo fine. 
The inspector, however, said that the guard 
had done quite right, and that I was liable 
to tho fine.

This information is of groat 
importauce and sbip-masters who were in 
that hurricane ebuuid hasten to comply 
with the request of the Hydrographic Office. 
Ut is necessary in the interest of acionce and 
navigation that such duta should by fuliy 
collected, From the nituca of the data, 
howorer, it is ditficult for the Government 
todo tia, and the officors of the merchant 
service must be depended upon to furnish 
it. That they will aid the Government jin 
this wo bave no duubt, and we would, there- 
fore, ask those who read this article ,to 
oomyly with it if they can, and also to call 
the attoution of their brother-oflicera ta the 
request therein contained,

HISTORY OF RACING IN 
SHANGHAI, 
( Courier.) 

There is a good deal of mystery about 
the dute of the introduction of racin 
in the settlement. About the year 1848 
the site of the present Cathedral com- 

jound was improvised a8 a race course. 
wo years later a second course was 
formed in what is now known as the 
Louza district, stretching along the 
Nanking, Honan, Ningpo, and Shunsi 
Roads; length about threequarters of a 
mile. Owing to the trouble and obstruc- 
tion caused by the Chinese in that 
uarter, it was decided, in 1854, to pur- 
chase the Driving Course, now known 


as the Old Race Course, a distance of 


nearly one mile and a half. The old 
Grand Stand, which has lately been 
demolished, stood fronting the Lloyd 
Road, for many years the sole souvenir 
of the early days of the ‘Turf in Shong- 
hai. The primitive character of the 
semi-annus! meetings can be gleaned 
from a brief description of the Spring 
Meeting of 1895. ‘he sporting com- 
munity was represented by fifteen sta~ 
bles, owning eleven ponies and oight 
horses, one of the latter being- an Arab, 
and the following programme as set 
furth will give a tuir idea of the progress 
of racing in Shanghai :— 

1,—Tue Woosuxe Prats.—For China 
Ponies only,—lst Pony $30, 2nd Pony $10, 
—Weight for inches as per scale,—Half a 
wile.—Entranos $3 each.—4 entries,

Since that date our local races have 
wonderfully improved: instead of 2 mo- 
dest card pf it the six events of the 
day, we huve the brilliant race bouk 
containing a list of 21 to 24 races for 
the three days. Owing to the influx 
of natives in the settlement in 180U, 
consequent upon the presence of the 
‘Taiping Rebels in the neighbourood, 
every availuble piece of ground was 
sought after by land speculators. The 
course was accordingly sold, and iu 
1861 the present one, with a portion ot 
the Bubbling Well Road as far as thr 
Grand Stand, was purchased by the 
Race Club in its stead. 3

The dealer, instexd of paying 
cash, as be would have done of old, | 
depends on the broker from whom he 
buys for credit The broker cannot get 
his long-dated bills on the dealer dis- 
counted, and the dealer cannot disvouut 
thoge he bas drawn on his customer, or 
perhaps, redrawn halfa-dozen times, 
The re-ult of coursn is a general collapse 
among weak wh Jesale and retail dealers, 
and among the brokera who alone make 
this game at long bowls possitle. Aa is 
well known in the tea trade, this system 
1g rendered easier by the fa :t of advances 
veing readily made upon warrante—a 
circumstance which will some day lead 
to terrible exposures, for it is notorious 
how thia method of raising money is 
abused, and that documents belo «ging to 
others are too often used in times of 
pressure. The banker who advances is 
guite safe, for after a similar abu-~e waa 
discovered in the tobacco trade, a law 
was passed to protect him. Of course, 
such abuses are exceptional, and would 
aot be couutenanced fora moment by 
avy respectable firm. Still they exist, 
and the high position of the wholesale 
tea trade is thus lowered by the actsot 
some of ita members.— Yours faithfully,

COL. PREJEVALSKY'S LETTERS. 


A translation of Colonel Prejevalsky’s 
letters, by M. Alexis Lowonossof, IR. 
G.S., Assistant Sccretary of the Lusperial 
Russian Geographical Society, stutes 
that in June lust the Russian Geogra- 
plical Society received from Colunel 
Prejevulsxy three letters, detuiling the 
incidents of hia journey from Su-chow 
towards Lhassa, and tis subsequent re- 
turo march to the Chinese city of Si 
ning, Having fuiled tw procure a guide 
for wore than ten miles from Su-chuw, 
he adopted the plan of sending torward 
two mounted scouts trom tiwe to time 
in advance for distances of sixty or 
seventy miles, Un one recuduatssince 
two Mongul huuters.were brou,bt in, 
who guided tue expedition ty ue ueurest 
Mongol encumpment at Syrtyn, in 
fsaiuawn. ‘The mountainvus regivu south 
of Su-chow was explored tu a cunsider- 
uble extent, and two suowy rauges were 
discovered. 1n this regiua there are no 
turests, the flora und fauuo are extremely 
poor, aud many abuuduned guld digy- 
Ings were wet with, Uy the aidute 
guide Colonel Prejevalsky found no 
ditiiculty in reaciog Kourlyk, o dis 
tance of about 1dU miles, but be wet 
with mauy obstacles on the rond theuce 
tw Devon Zassnk. From the pust ot 
Zaisun to the toot of the Burdan Booda 
Kunge at Dzoon Zussuk the distance 
vos 1,370 miles; the whole country 
traversed is described as a desert, with 
the exception of occasiouul onses; tew 
snimals and floweriug pleats were 
observed, ‘The topographical, barome- 
trical, and metevrolugical observativus 
secured, huwever, were important, aud a 
number of positions were determined 
ustronomically, Having two assisuuts 
on. this journey, Colonel — Prejee 
valsky bas bud more time for keeping a 

iled journal, and ona of bis compu- | 
nions bus mudo seventy drawings for 
the illustration of the future narrative 
of the expedition. Colonel Prejevulsky 
crossing the Blue - River reached the 
Tan-la-/luteau, crowned by an immense 
snowy Tange, 16,80U feet in height. 
The ascent wus steep, and rendered 
painful by the rarefaction of the atmus- 
phere; the diticulties of the march were 
further increased by the snow which fulls 
in Tibet as early as the middle of Uctober. 
‘Tue expedition was attucked by nomads 
in the Tan-la Pass, but beat them off, 
and directed their cuurse towards Lhassa, 
At the village of Nabchu, however, 180 
miles (? verats) from the capitel, they 
were encountered by a body of Lbibetang, 
who refused to allow them to pass with- 
out permission from the Government, 
The matter was referred to Lhussa, but 
without success, and Colouel Prejevalsky 
was reluctantly compelled to turn back, 
obtaining from the ‘Lhibetan authorities 
a written statement of the reasuns why 
he was not allowed to proceed to Lhussa.

ON TYPHOONS, MAIL STE MERS, 
AND METEORQLOGICAT 
OBSERVATORIES. 

To the Editor of the “Snaxanat Mencrry.” 


Dear Srr,—Sinco it is the object of 
these lines to point aut how limited is 
still the knowledge of many people about 
the movements of fyplivons on the China 
Coast, and that it onght te be the am- 
bition of any intelligent sailor, who may 
be able to contribute information con- 
cerning storms experienced by him in 
Chinese Watera, te forward the same to 
the directors of the leading meteorolo- 
gical observatory in China, Zikawei, 
(who make it theit business to utilise 
such information for the improvement of 
our knowledge of wind and water, and 
of the laws of storms, for the practical 
purposes of duily Life,) I hope you will 
Kindly grant publicity in your valuible 
paper to what follows; particularly in 
consideration of the nuinber of typhonns 
which have preceded or followed this 
year’s autuvanal equinox, thongh, for 
the sake o briefness, 1 do not wish hy 
any means to refer to all of them that 
occurred. 

It appenra that especially several of 
the P. & O. Co.'s stenmers have suffered 
lately by these dreadful rotatory storms, 
to judge by the following extracts from 
the Shanghai Mereury, ofthe sth Sep- 
tember :— 

Trrmoox.—-By the arrival at Hongkong 
of tho P. & O. steamship Malacea, Captain 
Beaton, we learn that o typhoon was report- 
ed to huve passed up the Ku Channel, an 
the 25th ultimo, the effects of which were 
felt in Yokohamo on the evening of tbat 
day. 

(About 9 month later the PL & 0. 
steamship Sunda suttered from the 
effects of another typhoon on the 
Coast.)— 


Tue srraen Sez” 1s Typnoon, 
British steamer Suez, Captain Eaton, arrived 
hore on tho Ist instant, from Culeutta, and 
os she steamed through the harbuur it was 
evident frum her appearance that sho had 
encountered unusually rough weather. ‘The 
following is extracted from the ship's lng: 
—Sunday, 29th August, 4 a.m.— Moderate 
N.W. wind; barometer, 24.80, and falling. 
sky overcnet, Noon—Muderute breeze, over- 
ast, and passing rain squalls; barometer, 
29.75. Eight pan.—Strung N. pales and 
high sea; barometer, 24.45, Four am, 
$0th.— Observed a high bank uf clouds to 
the S.E., whioh assumed a fiery appearnncs 
towards sunrise; barometer, 29400. Mii 
o.m.—Every appearance of a typheen ape 
pronching ; Lhe wind northerly and blowing 
a gale; barometer, 206U, Nuun. aA t 
fic squall now came dowy from the NN, 
barometer, 29.40; the ship was put on the 
starboard tuck, Four pm.—The wind, 
which wos inoreusing and veering I, was 
accompanied by a tremendous high seu, 
which smashed buate and did other damage ; 
barometor, 20, Fight pam.—Wind still 
increasing and coming down in feartully 
heavy squalls trom due E.: the sea, which 
moderated slightly, was washing uver Lhe 
ship and some of the-crew were injured ; it 
now tovk five men and the Captain to man 
the wheel; o lascar was knocked under the 
lifeboat and had his collar-bune broken, and 
one of Chinese quarter-musters was thrown 
over the wheel, severely bruising himeclt 
and injuring another man, aud this nvecs- 
sitated the second and the third oflicers 
taking a spell at stuering; all the Chinese 
passengers (200) had to be put in the cabiti 
and battened down. Midnight,— arome- 
ter, 28.05; sea breaking cleau over the slip 
and carrying awuy every moveable article 
before it; wind still stronger trum 1.5.1 
and coming in squalls, One am., Slot— 
Barometer (lowest reading durtog sturin) 
28.83; thermometer 82 Fahr,; a terriic 
squall now came duwo upon the slap which 
compelled those on watch to lie duwa upon 
the deck to prevent their being blowa over- 
board; this weather lasted untit 2 um., 
when tho barometer begun to rise, Four 
o.m.,—Wind 8,E., sea more moderate, and 
ship heading E.8.E., barometer 29, and 
rising rapidly.

The British steamer Arratoon Apcur, 
from her report, seema to have experienced 
the outer circle of the typhoon reported by 
the Suez, og ahe had to lie to fur 14 hveurs 
in let. 19 N., with o-low barometer. This 
weather will account for the heavy gustwof 
wind experienced in Hongkong on the night 
of the 3uth, and the strong southerly swell 
reported by tho steamers from the North. 
Daily Freas. 

But the particular typhoon, which was 
encountered recently by a mail steamer 
between Shanghai und Hongkong, is no 
doubt deserving of more thun only pass- 
ing interest, and it is certainly instruc- 
tive to bestow a faw spare moments tu 
the study ofits course, which may be 
done pretty successtully by means of 
your shipping reports. 

Tue P. & O. Breamen Khiva in 4 Tr- 
yHoon.—The P, & 0, steamer Khiva, Cap- 
tain T. Alderton, which arrived at Hongkong
